On 
the way down; one of the fivo had an alterca- 
lion . with .the passengers’ cook absut some 
vegetables and assaulted him, at the same 
time’ drantishing a sword, ‘Tho compradore 
was sout to make enquiries; aud asceriained that 
the assailant bx our confederates who were 
wellarmed, and that-the five wore old thieves. 
On being questioned as to the truth of this; the 
said it was troe that they had been thioves, 
but wore now engaged by the Viceroy to ‘catch 
thieves and bad people. who went oi board the 
etenmors, and they prodaced what purported to’ 
bo'a lotter from Chang Chih-tang as their au- 
thority. When the Kuling reached Kiohok‘ou, 
theysdid not land but took tiokots for Singté, the 
next station, whore they wentashore. After four 
of them-had got into the boat, the cook who had 
deen'essanited soized the fifth man, whereupon 
the other four returned to the steamer, drove 
the. Chiness crew. below and firad three shots 
down. into tho fnrocstle“where the-crow were. 
They then went ashore. The captain and officers 
were armed after the row with the cook ond 
strict watch Was kopt on the five men, who when 
they finally left the vessel, vawed vengesnce 
against the crow if they did not hand tho cook 
over to tho mandarin at Hankow. 


. A Shanghai native paper in its ‘issue of the 
27th May gives an account of a Roman Catholic 
boy wha was kidnapped at Ningpo and brought to 
Shanghai to be sold toa. monk. The yonth was 
between ten and eleven years old and pnrehared 
dy “Sagacions Roposs,”a monk belonging to 
the monastery of “ Mercy, and Compassion,” 
near the West Gate. “Bagacinus Repose ” 
eschews vegetarianism apd asceticism, uclonging 
to a seot of his order whicl happily forms
